THE SAMOA HURRICANE. 


Her Masesry THE Queen was prompt to dispatch 
sympathetic inquiries respecting the calamitous 
hurricane at Samoa, and the sad collision in the 
Channel between two Belgian steamers. The 
Drawings we print on the present page of the 
British Consulate and natives selling weapons on 
board the Pacific mail-steamer Alameda will 
afford our readers some idea of the tropical 
foliage and of the aboriginals of these Pacific 
islands, which are situated some 430 miles north- 
east of the Fiji Islands. As is well known, a 
few war-ships of the United States, Germany, 
and Great Britain have lately foregathered at 
Samoa; and the truculent behaviour of Germans 
led to a lively remonstrance on the part of the 
Washington Government; a Berlin Conference 
to settle the disputes being sanctioned by Prince 
Bismarck. 
THE TERRIFIC GALES 
broke over the Samoan Islands on the night of 
March 16. Their effect upon the shipping, and 
especially upon the foreign men-of-war stationed 
in those waters, was disastrous in the extreme. 
The storm burst before the ships could escape 
from the insecure anchorage at Apia, and, 
although they made every effort to get out to 
sea and away from the dangerous coast, 
ONLY HER MAJESTY’S SHIP CALLIOPE 
ont of the seven foreign war-vessels caught by 
the hurricane was so fortunate as to make the 
open sea. Drifting before the gale, she headed 
seaward and escaped, setting sail for Sydney. 
Those that remained were overtaken one after 
the other by utter disaster. 
THE GERMAN GUN-BOAT EBER 
was the first to drag her anchors and to be 
driven, totally helpless, upon the coral reef 
which surrounds the harbour of Apia. She 
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struck, broadside on, at six o'clock in the morn- 
ing. The ill-fated vessel gave a lurch, then 
staggered back from the shock, and went down 
in a moment in deep water. Most of the men on 
board were under hatches, and scarcely a single 
soul escaped. 
HER CONSORT, THE ADLER, 

was the next to succumb to the remorseless gale. 
She was lifted bodily by a gigantic sea and cast 
on her beam ends on the reef. Then followed a 
terrible struggle for life. Many of the sailors 
plunged into the raging surf and struck out for 
the shore. Some reached it. Others clung to

THE DISASTROUS COLLISION BETWEEN 
THE BELGIAN STEAMERS PRINCESSE HENRIETTE 
AND THE COMTESSE DE FLANDRE, 


Wm deep regret we have to chronicle a melan- 
choly and singular disaster which occurred about 


midway between Dover and Ostend, on Friday 


afternoon, March 29. The Belgian steam-packet, 


the Comtesse de Flandre, started from Ostend at 


a quarter past ten on the Friday morning for 
Dover, with twenty passengers and seven bags 


of mails. At midday the Princesse Henriette, a 


larger and faster boat than the Comtesse de 


Flandre, left Dover for Ostend with fifteen 
passengers on board. The weather was thick at 


the time, but not so dense as to render naviga- 
tion very difficult had all possible precautions 


been taken. At about a quarter to two in 


the afternoon the officers of the Comtesse 
de Flandre saw the Princesse Henriette looming 
through the mist, and before any effort could be 
made to avert the impending disaster 
THE PRINCESSE HENRIETTE CRASHED INTO THE 
COMTESSE DE FLANDRE’S PORT SPONSON, 


cutting clean through the paddle-box into the 


engine-room. The fore part of the vessel broke 
right away and sank, 


THE BOILERS EXPLODING 


directly after the collision. The whole affair 
was so terribly sudden that passengers and crew 
alike were struggling in the water before they 
had realised fully what had occurred. The 
bridge, on which stood the captain and first 
mate, was blown clean away from the ship by 


the explosion. x 
THE FORE PART OF THE SHIP DISAPPEARED, 


and those who were not killed by the explosion 
were struggling in the water. ‘The Princesse 
Henriette, which had sustained comparatively 


little damage, took instant steps to 
SAVE LIFE. 
Boats were lowered and several people were 
picked up ina most exhausted condition. One 
man saved his life by clinging to a parcel-post 
basket, which floated and bore him up. 
PRINCE JEROME BONAPARTE 


was on board the ill-fated vessel, but was picked 
up by one of the Princesse Henriette’s boats, as 
was also his valet, but the latter was so ex- 
hausted by the exposure that he died soon after 
being rescued. The list of those missing com- 
prises three passengers, the captain, the mate, 
five stokers, three engineers, and one sailor. 
There is just a possibility that some of these 
may have been picked up by fishing-luggers in 
the locality, but the hope is only a very slender 
one. After remaining on the spot for some 
time the captain of the Princesse Henriette, 
seeing that the stern part of the Comtesse de 
Flandre still floated, 
TOOK THE WRECKED HALF IN TOW, 

and proceeded for Ostend, where, after careful 
steaming, he arrived at half-past one on Satur- 
day morning. Previous to entering the harbour 
he cast off the wreck, which was taken in tow by 
a tug, but it sank directly afterwards in deep 
water. So far as is known, only one of the men 
below at the time of the disaster was saved. The

THE BELGIAN KING AND THE DISASTER. 


The intelligence of the sad affair was commu- 
nicated in the middle of Friday se’nnight to 
King Leopold at Laeken, and his Majesty, who 
manifested a sympathetic interest, at once put 
himself in communication with the marine 
authorities at Ostend, where, in the genial 
summer-time, King Leopold saunters amid the 
holiday - makers with the ease of a Belgian 
Haroun Al Raschid. 


THE QUEEN AND THE DISASTER. 


Whilst staying at the pleasant town that 
looks on the Bay of Biscay, her Majesty must 
have had the Samoan and Channel disasters 
brought home to her with great force. We 
have already mentioned General Harrison’s 
sympathetic response to our Queen’s prompt 
message regarding the lamentable catastrophe 
at Samoa. e may now mention that a tele- 
gram from Biarritz was received on Monda 
morning by the Belgian agent at Dover, from 
General Ponsonby, requesting, on behalf of the 
Queen, to be informed of the number of persons 
injured and missing. A reply giving the in- 
formation required was at once forwarded to 
her Majesty at Biarritz. A telegram was shortly 
afterwards dispatched to the authorities at 
Brussels informing them of the kindly interes 
manifested by the Queen in the disastrous 
calamity. 


PRINCE NAPOLEON’S ESCAPE, 


Prince Napoleon’s narrow escape -in the 
Channel disaster excited little attention in Paris, 
his abdication as a pretender in General 
Boulanger’s favour having been more decided 
than that of the Comte de Paris, so that he has 
ceased to bea political personage. The Prince’s 
familiarity with the water served him in good 
stead. He is accustomed to bathe daily, winter 
and summer, in a small stream running through 
his grounds at Prangins. He had already had 
three narrow escapes, two in the Levant, and 
the third in the Arctic Ocean, where his yacht 
was entangled in icebergs. He was also rowed 
across the St. Lawrence, just above Niagara, by 
an Indian in a beech-bark canoe. At sea he 
always keeps on deck, however rough the 
weather. He was on his way to visit the 
Empress Eugénie—a visit which had been kept 
strictly secret. His valet, Théodule, who 
perished, had been in his service since 1849, and 
had accompanied him in all his journeys. — 

The first news Princesse Mathilde at Paris had 
of her husband’s narrow escape from being 
drowned was through a telegram written at 
Ostend by the Prince. When the Princesse 
Henriette struck the Comtesse, seeing that 
nothing could be done, the Prince resolved to 
remain in his cabin, which he did until a boat 
was got in readiness. He then left his cabin, 
and was helped into the boat. The Prince de- 
scribed the scene of the collision, with the 
volumes of steam ascending into the air from the 
sunken ship, as terrible to behold. 

It was surely un-Princely of Prince Napoleon 
to hasten on Monday to London, and not to take 

art in the funeral of his faithful valet, Théodule 
Pastel, at that Pleasure Resort. ‘But who could 
expect anything better from a Bonaparte, and 
especially from Prince Plon-Plon ?' 


CAPTAIN MACKENZIE’S PICTURE, 


Captain Mackenzie, of the Inniskilling Fusiliers, 
states that he was lying down in the after-saloon 
of the Comtesse de Flandre when the collision 
occurred. He was asleep at the time, and was 
awakened by the screaming and crash of the 
collision, which appeared to him to be simul- 
taneous. He rushed on deck at once, shouting 
as he did so to another gentleman in the saloon, 
whom he states he did not see afterwards. When 
he reached the deck their ship was in two halves, 
the fore-part having almost disappeared below 
the surface, and he could feel the after-part of 
the ship gradually sinking. The scene around 
him was one of great horror. Without waiting 
for anything further, he leaped over the side and 
struck out, thinking the water the safest place, 
and relying for his life upon being picked up. 
A lifebuoy was thrown him from the Henriette, 
and he was picked up. Had it not been for the

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lifebuoy he would have had very little chance of 
saving himself, as he was heavily weighted with a 
large overcoat. 


CAPTAIN WAEFLAER, OF THE 
PRINCESSE HENRIETTE, 
states that he attributes the cause of the disaster 
to the presence of a fishing-smack in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the disaster. They left Dover 
with seventeen passengers. There was a fog, 
more or less dense, up to the time of the col- 
lision, which happened about midway between 
Dover and Ostend. He took the precautions 
usually taken in foggy weatherand kept his fog- 
whistle blowing at regular intervals. They heard 
the signals of the other vessel distinctly as they 
were approaching each other, and the sound of a 
fog-horn as well, aud they steered to clear the 
vessel. They had hardly done so when the col- 


lision happened. The boats of the Henriette 


were at once lowered and everything done to 


save life. The damage to the Henriette was not 
very extensive.

SUICIDE OF A COUNTESS. 


A PAINFUL case of suicide has occurred in Vienna. 
Countess Josephine Radetzky, a granddaughter of 
the Field-Marshal of that name, shot herself with a 
revolver, death being instuntaneous. The unhappy 
lady resided at Goritz, as member of a religious 
community. She arrived in Vienna on Sunday, for 
the purpose of consulting a physician. She was 
staying with a friend, and it appears that on ascer- 
taining that a serious operation would be necessary, 
the Countess broke down completely, and became 
utterly despondent. In the morning the household 
was alarmed by the discharge of firearms, and on 
entering the room occupied by Countess Josephine 
Radetzky they found her stretched lifeless on the 
bed, her face covered with blood, whilst beside her 
lay a six-chambered revolver. s 
THE RIVIERA MURDER. 

The Daily News Corre: dent at Rome informs 
us that one of the supp murderers of the unfor- 
tunate Mr. Geissendorf has been arrested. His name 
is Antonio Sassoli, a Bolognese, thirty-five years of 
age. He was living at Milan with an ex-ballet girl, 
and the couple had gone to Monte Carlo. Irom 
there he is thought to have followed Geissendorf as 
far as Genoa, and after committing the murder in 
the railway train to have stayed overnight at Alassio. 
‘Lhence he returned to Genoa, where he remained for 
three days, and then he left for Milan. It is 
rumoured that his accomplice has been captured at 
Mentone.

MR. BRIGHT’S CAREER, 


summarised in the Town Edition of our last Issue, 
abounds with moving incideLts of bis chivalrous 
championship of the People’s Cause when it was not 
fashiovable to consider the ‘‘ greatest happiness of 
the greatest number” worth advocating. Mr. Bright 
was born at Green Bank, Rochdale, on Nov. 16, 1811, 
und died at Lis Rochdale home, One Ash, on Wed- 
nesday morning, March 27. He was the second son 
of Jacob Bright, who, from working as a factory 
hand, had raised himself to the position of mill- 
owner. John Bright’s first schoolmaster was a Mr. 
Littlewood, of ‘lownhead, Rochdale. At eleven 
years of age he went for a year to Ackworth; then 
for two years to a Mr. Simpson’s school at York; 
and, finally, for eighteen months to another school 
at Newton, near Clitheroe, close to the River Hodder, 
where he first formed that taste for fishing which 
never left him, as was proved by an interesting 
article in last l'uesday’s Pall Mali Gazette on Mr. 
Bright’s salmon - fishing holidays as guest of Mr. 
Potter on the Tweed. It was in 1839 that Mr. Bright 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Mr. Jonathan Priest- 
man, of Newcastle; but in less than two years she 
died. ‘The touching story of her death, and of the 
influence which it had upon his career, was told by 
himself, in a passage that has become historical, in 
the speech delivered at the unveiling of the Cobden 
statue at Bradford, in the month of July, 1877. 


JOHN BRIGHT AND RICHARD COBDEN. 

“Tt was in September, in the year 1841,’’ he said. ‘At 
that time I was at Leamington, and I was, on the day when 
Mr. Cobden called on me—for he happened to be there at 
the time on a visit to some relatives—I was in the depths 
of grief, I may almost say of despair; for the light and’ 
sunshine of my house had been extinguished. Allthat was 
left on earth of my young wife, except the memory of a 
sainted life and of a too brief happiness, ER still and 
cold in the chamber above us. . Cobden upon me 
as his friend, and addressed me, as you might suppose, with 
words of condolence. After a time he looked up and said, 
‘There are thousands of houses in England at this moment 
where wives, mothers, and children are dying of hunger. 
Now,’ he said, ‘ when the first paroxysm of your grief is 
over, I would advise you to come to me, and we never 
rest till the Corn Law is repealed’ ” =” 

‘l'he Corn Law was repealed, after many years of 
laborious, courageous meer on public platforms 
by Bright, Cobden, Villiers, and their associates. 

MR. BRIGHT ) 


first entered the House of Commons as M.P. for 
Durham in 1843. He lost his seat at Manchester for 
his earnest denunciation of the Crimean War. But 
Birmingham returned Mr. Bright soon after the close 
of that fruitless war, and he remained its chief 
member to the end—grandly advocating the En- 
franchisement of the People, National Education 
and Land Reform, the Cause of the North in the 
American Civil War, Justice to Ireland, the Blessings 
of Peace,a Free Press, and the amelioration of the 
sad lot of the Poor and Helpless. As Mr. Gladstone 
touchingly mentioned, in his tribute to the memory 
of Mr, Bright, the ex-Premier had the greatest dif- 
ficulty in persuading the "Tribune"? to enter his 
Cabinet in ’68, as President of the Board of Trade. 
Both these ‘‘ grand old men ” were again in the same 
Government in 1880; but Mr. Bright felt himself 
compelled to separate from his friend on the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria in 1882; and the two became 
more widely separated still by Mr. Gladstone’sintro- 
duction of his Irish Home Rule Bill in 1886. 


A CHANCE MEETING, 


which brought about the reconciliation of John 
Bright and Mr. Gladstone, is seasonably recalled by 
the Daily Chronicle. A few days after he had written 
oue of his characteristic letters against Home Rule, 
in which he commented upon Mr. Gladstone in rather 
severe terms, Mr. Bright was walking along Pall- 
mall, and looking across the busy thoroughfare he 
noticed a man odging between the vehicles, and 
making towards him. It was Mr. Gladstone, who 
had spied him in the distance. ‘They had not for 
some time met, and Mr. Bright was in doubt as to 
the character of the reception. Mr. Gladstone took 
his late colleague by the hand and greeted him most 
cordially, earnestly inquiring as to his health and 
spirits. The Liberal leader was most hopeful, and 
when Mr. Bright said something about their unfor- 
tunate difference, he replied, ‘‘ Well, old man, we 
shall soon be together again.” Mr. Bright was 
deeply moved by Mr. Gladstone’s generous spirit 
and his heartiness, and in relating the incident 
spoke of his former chief as a ‘grand and noble 
leader, and a generous and tender opponent. 

Mr. Bright’s family was by his bedside when he 
gently breathed his last, in the seventy-eighth year 
of his age. Ashe lay at rest. he looked wonderfully 
natural. There was the repose of sleep in the placid 
features, and a pink tinge still remained on his 
cheeks.

the chief mourners being Mr. J. A. Bright, Mr. 
W. L. Bright, M.P., and Mr. Philip Bright. 
The route taken was along the Whitworth-road 
and Yorkshire - street to the burial- ground of 
the Society of Friends, a distance of about 
half a mile. ‘he coffin was borne from the 
hearse by eight workmen of Messrs. Bright's firm, 
and placed by the graveside. The mourners, 1m- 
cluding Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, M.P., and Sir 
Wilfrid Lawson, M.P., gathered round, and a period 
of silence for private meditation followed, in accord- 
ance with the custom of the Society of Friends. A 
brief address was given at the graveside by Mr. W. 
S. Lean, of Ackworth College. ` ‘The coffin was then 
lowered into the grave, four wreaths remaining upon 
it. The one from her Majesty had attached to it an 
autograph card with the words ‘ A mark of respect. 
‘The wreath sent by the Prince and Princess of Wales 
was also on the coffin. Of the other two, one was 
from Messrs. Bright’s workpeople, and the other 
from the Misses Cobden, ‘ In loving memory of their 
father’s best friend.”

Upright, downright, comely, manly— 
(Beat him, Oxford, if you can!) 
All that’s brave and gentlemanly, 
Since to row he first began.”
